PROBLEM OF 
EDUCATION 


ee ea 
AN ASPECT OF THE 
COLOUR QUESTION 


“The Education of the Anglo-Indian 
Child” was the subject of an address delivered 
recently by the Very Rev. Dr. J. A. Graham 
to the Indian section of the Royal Society of 
Arts, John street, London, The Marquess of 
Zetland presided. | 

Welcoming Dr. Graham, Lord Zetland said 
that the growth of the city at Kailimpong, 
Bengal, represented Dr. Graham's lifework. 
For the last thirty-four years since the foun- 
dation was laid of the first cottage of St. 
Andrew's Colonial Homes, he had been the 
centre of a movement of remarkable interest 
and of the greatest value to the State. 

A message from the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury was received at the meeting expressing 
the Archbishop's regret at his inability to 
attend, and saying that he would have liked 
to be there to show his appreciation of the 
long and devoted work hí Dr. Graham in 
connection with the Anglo-Indian community. 


UNION OF HEARTS WANTED 


Dr. Graham, after reviewing the history of 
the problem, which has been of his main 
interests and ovcupations during a residence 


of forty-five years in India, said:—The 
problem of supplying needy Anglo-Indians 
with a sound education is not insoluble. 


lt will cost money, but that is not by any 
means the only contribution required. We 
do not begin with a clear slate. , There re 
worse barriers ahead than neglected and 
starved minds. There are fears and reflexes 
and iwherited prejudices to be removed, and 
that cannot be done by professional educa- 
tionists without the co-operation of the com- 


munity’s neighbours, and the . word 
“neighbour,” as in the great parable, 
suggests a far-reaching responsibility. What 


they want is a deep spiritual union of hearts, 
touched with the sense of a big need, fired 
with desire to remove stumbling-blocks from 
people hampered by circumstances and often 
wronged by careless or overweening fellow- 
citizens ; sorrowing for our own or others’ un- 
sympathetic attitude which has daunted and 
depressed, vowing that in future we shall re- 
frain from that shallow, critical spirit which 
hurts, and determined to search for oppor- 
tunities to cheer them on their long upward 
climb of Himalayan proportions. Many 
avenues of service and stimulus might be 
suggested as worth exploring by us—avenues 
climatic, social, educational, and spiritual. In 
a wise, generous, and altruistic attitude on the 
part of their neighbours lies one of the chief 
hopes of those who represent the double 
heritage of East and West. 


WORLD’S DANGER ZONE 


The problem ultimately touches the ‘‘colour 
question,” which represents one of the 
world’s danger zones, one of the world’s 
agony corners, surrounded b deadly preci- 
pices. Many of us British jib at this corner 
more than some other natious do. But it 
has to be turned, and that wisely and sympa- 
thetically. Mention has been made of the 
tragedy of an inferior complex. A still 
worse tragedy, if possible, may lie in a false 
superiority complex—especially so if that 
rests on the colour of the skin or on the 
assumption underlying an arrogant outlook 
on mixed races, an assumption which is often 
bolstered up by frequently repeated unscien- 
tific belief that their failings are due to the 
inheritance of the vices of the double herit- 
age. This colour prejudice, even for a few, 
has much to answer . r! have seen be- 
loved Anglo-Indian children going forth 
from our homes at Kalimpong full of youth- 
ful ardour and high idea's to fight life’s 
battle, and I have seen some of them, before 
many years were over, come back depressed 
and crushed by the unkind attitude, ex- 
pressed in look and word and deed, of 
thoughtless, ignorant men-:.d women. For 
the production of that environment we British 
must bear our share of blaine, and we must 
do all we can to make up for our short- 
eomings and to shoulder our responsibilities. 


BELFAST CO.’S CAPITAL

MOTION FOR REDUCTION 
From Our CorRESPONDENT.

The proposed rednction in capital of a 
well-known Ulster firm, Messrs. Mitchell and 
Co., Lid., distillers, came before Mr. Justice 
Megaw in the Chancery Court, Belfast, to- 
day, when an applicalion was made as to 
the hearing of a petition for reduction of 
capital.

The 
company, he said, was in an extraordinary 
strong financial position and had sufficient 
liquid assets to carry out the proposal, while 
the debts consisted of only £7,000, current 
monthly accounts. There being no mortgages 
or other liabilities, he asked the Court to dis- 
pense with the usual inquiry as to creditors. 

Mr. Justice Megaw said that he would dis- 
pense with the inquiry as to creditors.

He told us that the landing at Ostend was 
off, as the Germans had got wind of the 
intentions, and hed four divisions waiting to 
receive us. We were told to go into the line 
in the ordinary way. Some of us hk yt 
to be disappointed; but in the seclusion ní 
my tent Father Gleeson said to me: “ Markus, 
it would have been another Gallipoli.” 

We left the sea and marched inland, ga é 
ping one night near Wormhoudt. Bombs 
were dropped on us here. The old farmer of 
our billet ran out shouting. ‘‘ Les Roches, us 
sont devenus terribles”’ (the Germans are 
becoming frightful). All the children began 
to cry, and the poor French woman seemed 
to get hysterical; so I reassured her, 

That night I spent a be night, partly 
through my own fault. There was constant 
banging, and I thought we were being 
shelled. To my surprise, in the morning, | 
found it was a horse in the next room stamp- 
ing on the tiled floor. I expect the bombs 
shook up my nerves a bit. The bombs had 
killed a few hens and pigs, and made 
tremendous holes, which would take some 
days to fill in, but, beyond that, no military 
damage was done. 


A Bleak Spot 


We went up through Proven and Elver- 
dinghe to what I thought the bleakest spot 
in the world. Not a house, a wall, a ditch 
nor a road were to be seen. What were once 
roads were now just muddy tracks. The whole 
area was crammed with soldiers, and every 
German shell wiped out two or three. We 
had to leave the track several times to get 
out of the way of dead horses, and our own 
dead were. just left there for a more con- 
venient time. We could hear the din at 
Passchendaele, and every face had a stern 
look, 

This triangle formed by Elverdinghe, 
Viamertinghe and Passchendaele should be 
sacred for ever as holy ground—there is not 
a spot which has not been dyed red again 
and again with the blood of our people. This 
is the area where we were to wait our turn 
to enter the Passchendaele slaughter, 

There were no billets here. all we had was 
the open grassless field. The tracks (once 
roads) were crammed with troops. I told my 
men to make the best of it, and that we 
would not be long in this unhealthy hole. 
The ficld was all mud, the air was cold, 
and it was very difficult to settle down. I 
tried to make an officer’s mess under a fallen 
tree. The tree was too near the ground, 
and when we dug some mud from under it 
the space filled with water, so that we had 
to move up on top of the mud again, 

I paraded my platoon next day. The 
air was cold and sharp. The rifles were 
examined, and was going through the 
operation of checking the ammunition when 
I saw Mulvey, the orderly room clerk, with 
a note for me. It was my ten days’ leave. 
I went towards Blighty. 

Next day the Battalion got into lorries 
and were landed as near to Passchendaele as 
possible. Three farms were assigned as 
objectives to the Munsters. While we were 
waiting for ‘‘zero”’ shells came raining down 
and caused numerous casualties. The men 
got restless, and it gave the officers all they 
could do to hold them back. To go ahead 
before ‘‘zero’’ would be certain death, but 
to stay where they were was almost as bad. 
What were we to do? 


, Zero Hour arrived, then all went over with 
a rush, glad to be doing something. The 
three farms fell into our hands after a 
struggle. Before there was time to consoli- 
date an unmerciful German barrage came 
down. -Those who survived found that it 
was useless to hold on, and the order vas 
given to retire. Another regiment went over 
with the same result. Some prisoners told 
us that the Germans were relieving their own 
men every twelve hours so that they would 
be fresh to meet our attacks. They were 
fresh. 

I came back from leave and learned from 
the Town Major of Ypres that the Munsters 
had had a bad time at Passch« :daele and 
wer? now resting close to Elverdinghe. 
Eventually I came on the farm where our 
headquarters were situated. The big barn door 
was open, and inside sat the Quartermaster 
and staff with Father Gleeson. They were 
going through the kits of the soldiers killed 
during the late action. Father Gleeson was 
writing to the parents telling how their boys 
died. He knew that all his ys were in the 
state of grace, as he had heard all their con- 
fessions before the battle. A sad task. No 
wonder that Father Gleeson does not like to 
talk about the War. He is at present at Bray. 


The Aftermath 


_ Our decimated battalion now went back 
every morning to the Passchendaele area to 
try and help make it more possible for those 
living there, and we brought up duck-boards 
by the thousand. Going up No. 5 and No. 6 
tracks in the dawn, the sight of the dead 
killed during the previous night was dreadful. 
Now and again five or six lay heaped together 
alongside the smashed duck-boards. 1 
noticed one party was a ration party, another, 
a Lewis-gun group, caught by well-directed 
shells. One dead man did not seem to have a 
scratch. Every other shell-hole contained 
either a dead man- or a dead mule. The 
mules .sometimes just slipped into the hole 
and had to be left there; there was no trme 
to waste with stubborn animals. Life moved 
so quickly at this period that there was not 
time to bury the dead; they had to be left 
just ‘where they fell for weeks, until such 
time as the burial parties caught up with 
them. One dead soldier near the duck- 
board attracted my attention. I recognised 
him as a captain from another battalion of 
the Munstér Fusiliers, and on his breast 
was e large row of medals, including the 
Military Cross. His- tunic was a regular 
Tommy’s tunic, but, even though he had 
taken the precaution not to be singled out. 
as an officer by the enemy, his time had 


come. 
Yes! the Irish took part in this gig 
holocast of Passchendaele, and, as we rear 
Lloyd George’s book of bungling generals 
and think of our sacrificed brave boys, we 
are determined that, when the call comes 
again, that the generals will be-in the van, 
and that any bungling that is to-be done will 
be done by us at the base.

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PROTEST 
PROVISION OF 
FIRE ESCAPES 


BOARDING HOUSES 
AND HOTELS 


From Our Own ConREsPoNDENT, 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


N the Northern Parliament to-day, Mr. P. 
I O'Neill (Nationalist) opposed an amend- 
ment which had been introduced in the 
Senate to the Local Government Bill, giving 
local authorities power to insist on the pro- 
vision of fire escapes in hotels and boar ing: 
houses. He considered that this matter should 
have been introduced in the House of 
Commons, and time given for its proper con- 
sideration. 

It would be a costly matter to ask all 
boarding-honses to provide fire escapes. 

Mr. Beattie (Labour) inquired if this amend- 
ment emanated from Portrush. He thought 
that the proposal would retard the building 
of houses in seaside towns. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that the amendment 
was a reasonable one, and to prevent hardship 
there would be an appeal to the Courity 
Court Judge. It was reasonable that those 
who made money out of boarding-houses or 
hotels should provide means for the protecting 
of those who resided in them. Rural! Dis- 
trict Councils were strongly in favour of this 


roposal. 

. Mr. Beattie—Portrush is not. 

Mr. Thomas Henderson said that this was 
a drastic step for the Ministry to take at the 
dictation of the Senate. 

“The Belfast Corporation have had these 
yowers since 1Sif,’’ interjected the Minister 
ot Home Affairs; but Mr. Henderson re- 
torted that it was only applicable to hotels. 
He asked how could they expect r widows, 
running boarding-houses at seaside resorts, to 
erect these fire esca He estimated that 
the cost to the boarding-house keepers in 
Northern Ireland would not. be less than

not specify saobh win fire escapes, but means 

re. 


authorities to provide boarding-hcuses with 
water wings? [I think that the Minister has 
been fooled by the Senate in this particular 
instance 

Mr. D. Christie requested an assurance 
from the Minister of Home Affairs that urban 
authorities would not be permitted to use 
those powers harshly or unjustly. 

The Minister gave the assurance, and the 
amendment was accepted. 


“ HITLERISED ” 


Another’ amendment from the Senate re- 
garding the removal of ‘‘obstructionist ”’ 
members from local councils drew a protest 
fram Mr. Henderson. He described the 
amendment as “' Hitlerised.”’ 

The amendment was carried. 

When the Fisheries Bill came before the 
House for consideration of the Senate's 
amendments the Minister of Commerce (the 
Righ, Hon. J, Milne Barbour) moved the 
acceptance of the amendment rejecting the 
proposal that ‘Boards of Conservators should 
be empowered to impose licences for trout 
fishing, 

Mr. Barbour explained that the Govern- 
ment was originally in favour of the proposal 
that trout-fishers should contribute to the 
cost of the boards, but in view of the cost 
ní collecting the licences, and the fact that 
trout-fishers in some districts migh’ have to 
pay licences and not in others, the Govern- 
ment agreed to the Senate’s amendment re- 
jecting the proposal. 


TRANSFERRED SCHOOLS 


Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., replying to Mr. T. 
J. Campbell, said that the number of 


‘‘transferred’’ public elementary schools 
still in’ operation in 1933 was 498. None of 
these schools had been under Catholic 


management before transfer, The amount 
spent by the education authorities upon the 
building of new “' provided ” public elemen- 
tary schools and the enlargement or improve- 
ment of ''transíerred ” schools up to De- 
cember 31 was £1,059,202. Bible instruction 
was given in all provided ard transferred 
schools, bat such instruction was not de- 
nominational, There were 682 voluntary 
elementary schools under Catholic manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Campbell—No public money is con- 
tributed for the repair of these schools.

INCOME TAX STILL UP 


An increase of £9,.273.009 in revenue last 
week, as compared with the corrésponding 


Exchequer returns. Income tax was. well 
maintained, and, at £1,922,000, showed an 
increase of £520.000.

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IRISH RAINFALL. 
ASSOCIATION 
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REPORT FOR OCTOBER 


The report of the Irish Rainfall Associa- 
tion for the month of October last is as 
follows :— 

A very unsettled month, generally wet in 
the North and West, but below average 
in the South and East. Except for a very 
heavy downpour on the 24th and 25th, there 
was little heavy rain. The month was 
cool on the whole, and ended with frost and 
snow at many stations, while severe #loods 
were reported in the North and West. Sun- 
shine was deficient. Temperature varied 
from 65 degrees (Dublin) to 26 degrees 
(Hacketstown). The unusual phenomenon of 
a lunar rainbow was seen at Delgany, County 
Wicklow, on the 25th. Many exceptional 
daily falls of rain were recorded, almost all 
on the 24th, including 3.81 inches a 
Aasleagh, County Mayo; 2.85 inches at 
Fofanny, County Down; ‘2.65 inches at 
Delphi, County Mayo; and 2.30 inches at 
Castle Forbes, County Longford. The 
heaviest falls in the South were at Dun- 
manway, where 1.53 inches was returned for 
the 24th, and also 1.43 inches for the 25th. 
On the 25th 1.94 inches fell at Westport.

“MANUFACTURE 
OF ARMS 
MR. MACDONALD’S 
VIEW 


EXTEND LICENSING 
SYSTEM 


An Armistice Day vow was mentioned 
by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald when he 

addressed a National Government demon- 

stration at Southampton last night, 

He said that as he stood at the Cenotaph 
he registered cnce more a vow that we 
should be one of the instruments in 
making war a thing of the past. 


““ Our hearts may be sad—mine certainly 
is—but I have handed in none of my 
papers of enlistment in the army of 


peace,” said Mr. Macdonald. “' 1 am still 
in the ranks of that army a fighting 
soldier, to remain there, and act there, 
and strike there as long as there is breath 
in my body and persuasion in my lips.” 

Dealing with the private manufacture 
of arms, he said: “ I shall never forget 
when I went down the Dardanelles imme- 
diately after peace. We saw the guns 
that had been owned and operated by the 
Turks lying broken in their escarpments, 
pointing towards that shore where our men 
landed and hung on so long by their eye 
brows. 

“On those guns was a brass label bear- 
ing the name of a British armament firm. 


A DANGEROUS TRADE 


‘It is a dangerous trade, and the 
Government should certainly have a plan 
of dealing with it and limiting it as far as 
possible. 

“If I could abolish armaments 
to-morrow, away they would go,” con- 
tinued the Prime Minister, “ but I cannot. 
I have got to accept armaments, which I 
hope will diminish—and which I will 
work day and night to diminish—and I

will accept no defeat in that matter.’’ 

The way to handle the private manu- 
| facture of arms was to extend the licensing 
system and make it international, and we 
were going to try to get that done at 
Geneva as quickly as possible.

If they want a roving 
commission to inquire into armaments—a 
committee without terms of reference—we 
shall never agree to any such inquiry. It 
will do a great deal of harm. 

‘‘ But when there was a specific case re- 
cently we offered a search of all our docu- 
ments, and that offer stands good to-day.”’ 

Mr. Macdonald said that the building of 
State factories for the manufacture of 
armaments “ is not a proposition which 
any practical politician would countenance 
on any account whatever.”’

‘Theology and Natural Ethics,” under the 


aaspices of the Uuiversity of Edinburgh, in 
the Rainy Hall, New College, recently. 

Dr. Sch r asked his audience to 
meditate upon what it was with which our 
thought was occupied, and what were the 
qaestions it had to solve. Descartes, he said, 
entitied the work he issued in 1641 ‘‘Medita- 
Bas, and in it he attempted an analysis of 

wught. 

What did thought want? It wanted to 
understand. Let them try, in the most general 
way, to stand and express what it was 
that thought wanted to understand. It wanted 
to understand the Universe. What was the 
meaning of the stream of existence and events 
which was unceasingly flowing before our 
«ves? What was it that was trying to realise 
itself in that endless course of events? 

The beginning of all thought was preoccupa- 
tion with the question of Being and Nothing- 
ness—amazement at the fact of Being... For 
Aristotle the beginning of all thought was 
wonder. To Lecome a thinking being was to 
be filled with a sense of the mystery that 
surrounded us. What was the meaning of 
the infinity of worlds which lay beyond our 
heavens? What was the meaning of the life 
which was upgn this earth? 

long as thought was filled with that 
sense. of mystery and moved by it, so long 
was.át healthy and jiving. All thought in 
which that sense of mystery played no further 
part was dead. Therefore, it was that cities 
formed a vagy for the spirit of civilisation. 
The people who lived in them lost their re- 
ationship with Nature. ‘That unnatural city 
mentality was already strongly characteristic 
of the literature of various countries. 


NATURAL RELIGIOUS 
TENDENCY 


But thinking did not only mean that we 
were filled with the sense of the mystery of 
Being that surrounded us, but also that we 
endeavoured to understand the will to live 
that was in us. We were not mere on- 
lookers at what was happening, but ourselves 
were carried along in the stream of events. 
But we were not just drops flowing along 
without any will in the great body of water. 
We were Life. Within us was a consciousness 
of the whole universe. Within us was will. 

If we reflected about ourselves, one thing 
became quite clear—namely, that we could 
not live our lives entirely for ourselves alone. 
Our will to live began to reflect about its 
relationship to the creative will which was at 
work in the universe. We could not be satis- 
fied to belong to the universe cnly as physical 
beings; we wanted to belong to it also as 
spiritual entities. We aimed at our spirit be- 
coming one with the spirit of the universe. 
In that union with the spirit of the universe 
we wanted to find strength in endurance and 
joy in action. 

So the spirit of meditation which accom. 
panied us all through our lives was concerned 
with the mvstery of Being and the mystery of 
our life. We sought to comprehend the rela- 
tionship between our existence and that of 
the universe, and*to give our life a meaning. 

The natural tendency of our thought was, 
then, religious, and at the same time it was 
mystical. For we sought spiritual union with 
infinite Reing. 


GREAT THINKERS 


But such thought could only really de- 
velop when man, im some way or other, at- 
tained to an idea of the totality of Being 
pic then did the human spirit begin to busy 
itself with its relationship to infinite Being. 
That was not, yet the case with the Baby 
lonians, the Assyrians, the Phoenicians and 
the Egyptians, highly developed as those 
peoples were. Great as were their spiritual 
possessions, yet there remained no energy 
to carry them on beyond the heights already 
attained. But among the Indians and the 
Chinese, in Zarathustra and the Jewish 
Prophets, and in Hellenic philosophy, the in- 
dividual began to study his relation to the 
universe, and in one way or another to strive 
after spiritual union with the spirit of the 
universe. That happened during the early 
and mid-centuries of the last thousand years 
which preceded our era. In countries far- 
distant from each other, and having no in- 
tercourse with each other, there arose simul- 
taneously great thinkers, who were occupied 
with the deepest problems of life. Let them 
think of Laotse, Confucius the Buddha, 
Pythagoras as contemporaries! They lived in 
the sixth century B.C., and died during the 
first decades of the fifth! The mystery of the 
springtime of human thought was far greater 
still than that of the wealth of creative 
bas during the period of the European 

enaissance.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
ISSUE OF VOUCHERS 


€42 -— 


Under the provisions of the Slaughter ot 
Cattle and Sheep Act, arrangements have 
been made by the Minister for Agriculture for 
the issue each week of beef vouchers to 
persons in receipt of unemployment assistance, 
or of outdoor relief or home assistance. 

Every person in receipt of unemployment 
assistance will obtain a beef voucher at the 
time and place at which he is paid unemploy- 
ment assistance. 

Any person in receipt of outdoor relief or 
home assistance will be given a voucher by 
the relieving officer or assistance officer for the 
area in which the recipient resides. 

A person who is in receipt of both un- 
employment assistance and home assistance 
must obtain his beef voucher at the place 
where he is paid unemployment assistance. 

The quantity of beef to which each recipient 
is entitled will be calculated in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act end the regula- 
tions which have been made by the Minister. 
and the quantity will be shown on the face of 
the beef voucher given to the recipient. 

e first issue of beef vouchers will be made 
n the week beginning on the 19th November, 
and vouchers obtained in any week will be 
valid in the following week. A beef voucher 
will be exchangeable at the premises of any 
victualler for the quantity of beef indicated on 
the voucher. If it should occur that the 
victualler to| whom a voucher is presented is 
unable to supply the heef demanded, the 
voucher may be presented at any other 
victualling premises, 

Any person who sells, buys or barters a 
beef voucher, or any beef obtained in 
exchange for a beef voucher, or who applies 
for, or obtains, more than one beef voucher in 
any week, or who, not being entitled to a 
beef voucher, applies for, or obtains, a 
voucher, will, on conviction, be subject, at 
the discretion of the Court, ta fine or im- 
prisonment,

The courses for foreign students organised 
by the University of Florence have. become 
famous all over the world, and so successful 
was the one held at Vallombrosa last summer 
that many late applicants had to be refused. 
Florence is the Mecca of all who care for art 
and learning; it proudly .claims that in. three 
centuries :f produced more men of genius than 
the rest of Italy during the whole of its 
history. Certamly, it attracted practically 
every great artist, and the works of Itahan 
painters and architects can be studied more 
vasily in Florence than in any other city in 
the penmsula. Its churches, museums, and 
buildings are of supreme interest, but, never- 
theless, it remains the vital energetic city 
that it has always been, and is not content to 
live on its past. Part of this vitality finds its 
expression in the activities of the ancient 
University which has so successfully revived 
the medieval tradition of providing for the 
needs of foreign students as well as for its 
own pupils, 


AT CHEAP RATES 


The winter course begins on December 1, 
and fasts until February sc: m addition to 
courses on the IJtahan language (which are 
for both elementary and advanced students) 
there will be courses on lItalan history, 
literature, art, the Italian republics, on 
Florentine history, and contemporary history. 
There will be tours to the museums, galleries, 
churches, and libraries where the history was 
actually made. At the same time there will 
be optional courses in sculpture, painting, and 
industrial art, and music. 

The spring course (March 15 to June 15) 
follows the same lines, the lectures on 
literature, art and history dealing with diffe- 
rent periods and writers. 

Vallombrosa will again be the scene of the 


summer course, which will be "held from 
July 1 to Angust 3), There wil be a 
special series of elementary lectures on 
history and literature, while the subject 


chosen for the more advanced lectures )s 
“Italy, with special reference to Tuscany, in 
the fifteenth century.’’ The literary lectures 
will deal with the writers of the same 
period, and there will be a course devoted to 
Dante, The art and political science sries 
will complete the picture of the Renaissance. 

It must not be imagined that students will 
find that it is ‘‘all work and no play.” 
Excursions are arranged at very cheap rates 
which enable students to visit places even as 
far distant as Rome. A new 18-hole golf 
course has recently been opened, and there 
are good tennis courts and sports grounds, 
whilst during the winter there is ski-ing at 
abetone (4,550 ft.). 

Arrangements are made for students to live 
with Italian families or in pensions at 
specially reduced rates, and they are entitled 
to free admission to all galleries and 
nuseums.

The booksellers’ reports in the Saturday 
Book Page on the volumes most in 
demand in Dublin (writes a IE 
dent) have sent me to some early numbers 
of The Bookman which I picked up on a 
barrow in Aston lane the other day. 
Almost exactly forty ago, im the 
August number for , 1 find that in 
Dublin the best seller of the month was 
“The Story of Dan,’’ by M. E. Francis. 
Next came “ Thus Shalt Thou Live,”’ by 
Father Kneipp, which I must confess I 
have never coed of. Not at all sur- 
prisingly for those days after Parnell’s 
_death and the great split, came the 
familiar ‘‘ Speeches from the Dock,”’ fol- 
lowed closely by the popular and readable, 
but by no means scientific, history, ‘‘ The 
Story of Ireland,” by A. M. Sullivan. 
Fifth on the list was another religious 
work, “' Spiritual Retreats,” by the Rev. 
J. Morris; and, believe it or not, the 
sixth was a sixpenny edition of ‘‘ The 
. Woman in White,” by Wilkie Collins. 
Only the two clergymeh’s books ran to as 
much as five or six shillings, the others 
costing from two shillings to three 
shillings and sixpence. Glasgow, however, 
was then sampling Kipling (‘‘ The Jungle 
' Book’’) and Beatrice Harraden ; Burnley, 
George Moore (‘‘ Esther Waters’’) and 
Mrs. Humphrey Ward; Edinburgh, “ The 
_ Yellow Book ' ; and Manchester, “ Esther 
Waters”’ and Hardy's ‘‘Tess’’ and 
** Little Ironies.”’ 


“A New Poet” 


Judged by this list, my correspondent 
thinks, there was not much sign of the 
new Irish literary movement in Dublin. 
But this same issue of The Bookman bore 
witness. to the activity of the new 
school of Irish writers. Mr. W.. B. 
Yeats appeared in it in the réle of 
critic with a long and iriendly 
article on “A New Poet.” The 
newcomer was A.E., and the book was 
“Homeward: Songs by the Way,” and 
my correspondent says he wishes he could 
gct his hands on the thievish borrower 
who many years ago made love to his copy 
of. that first edition. Mr. Yeats was much 
more severe in a still longer notice of 
two volumes in Sir Gavan Duffy's '' New 
Irish Library’’—E. M. Lynch’s “A 
Parish Providence’? and Martin McDer. 
mott’s anthology, “‘The New. Spirit of 
the Nation.” Miss Jane Barlow, too, is 
represented: by a poem,. and in the 
advertisement columns the second edition 
of her “ Bogland Studies ’’ and the fourth 
of “Irish Idylls,” are announced, J. 
Sheridan Le Fanu, Marcus Clarke, Richard 
D’Alton Williams, the Rev. Edmund 
Hogan, Edmund Downey, and George 
Moo:e are among the writers whose books 
are either reviewed or noticed, and there 
are a portrait and an appreciation of 
M. E. Francis. 

J. M. Barrie does not get in this number 
nearly as much space as he did two years 
earlier, when The Bookman was founded. 
but by 1894 Dostoievsky, Turgeneff, and 


the Russians were evidently coming into 


their own in English editions. 


A Danish ‘AMilliner 


I have always associated the Danes with 
the battle of Clontarf, the foundation of 
early Dublin, very good butter, which we 
cannot now obtain, and ploughing the head- 
lands. Until I met Mrs. Semple at 
Leopardstown on Saturday I was unaware 
that this astute race had entered the lists 
of fashion creators. A Dane actually has 
annexed the distinction of being London’s 
most fashionable man milliner at the 
moment. She tells me that this excellent 
Dane just looks at you, and immediately 
makes up his mind about the style of hat 
you want. Then he gets his raw material, 
and constructs the hat on your head—an 
individual style for each client, and the 
price is well within reason. 


A Talented Artist 


Mrs. Flaccus, though only twenty-two 
years old, has already built up a dis. 
tinguished reputation in art circles for her 
imaginative landscapes. She first began to 
draw at the age of five, and at the age 
of eight the Philadelphia Academy of Art 
devoted to her work an entire wall. She 
is the only artist who has had pictures 
accepted at the Academy for fourteen con- 
secutive years. One of her etchings was 
included a few years ago in the Fifty Best 
Prints, and she has won two medals from 
the Beaux Arts Institute of Design for her 


mural painting. She set up something of » 


a record when all of the fifty pictures at 
her “‘one-man”’ exhibition in Philadelphia 
were sold. Violetta Flaccus has done 
modern interpretive dancing with Alice 
Kraft, and with the Kraft group has given 
many recitals. She is a member of several 
American societies such as the Print Club, 
the Art Alliance, and the National Society 
of Women Painters. Both young people 
were nominated by Padraic Colum to 
membership in the United Arts Club of 
Dublin. 

Though primarily concerned with their 
respective professions of poetry and paint- 
ing, both Mr. and Mrs. Flaccus have 
always been keenly interested in the 
theatre, and favourably compared both the 
acting and stage technique of the Dublin 
Gate Theatre with their American proto- 
type, the Hedgerow Theatre, of Rose 
Valley, Pennsylvania. 


A. ®. Orage 


A friend who knew him tells me that 
A. R. Orage, who died the other night 
after. an admirable broadcast from the 
B.B.C., was one of the most interesting 
talkers ft: had ever come across. My 
friend was one of the few readers in Tre- 
land of The New Age when it was taken 
over a few years before the war by Orage, 
and made by him one of the most effective 
of intellectual instruments. To hear him 
talk in the Cafe Royal in pre-war days, 
or even in a more modest place of r-sort 
near Chancery Lane in the last few years, 
was a rare and unforgettable treat. From 
1907 until the last years of the war were 
the great days of Orage’s New Age. 
‘Around it he collected as brilliant a galaxy 
of writers as ever contributed to an 
English review. They included Shaw, 


Wells, the two Chestertons, Belloc, Cole; 


Bennett and all the brainiest of the young 
men, whether from the universities of the 
then still United Kingdom, or from coal- 
pit or workshop. Among Irish writers 
whom I remember among its contributors 
were A.E., Stephens, Eglinton .and 
Connolly, S. G. Hobson, another Belfast: 
man, Hughes, the musical critic and an 
old surviver of Fenianism in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, whose comments, recollections 
and cxhortations on «ireland, the Papacy 
and kindred lively subjects were as racy 
as ever I have come across in journalism 
The New Age was the nursing 
mother of more than one great idea, among 
them Guild Socialism, credit reform and 
the publication of Nietzsche in English. 
Orage had a most remarkable gift for 
getting the biggest writers to write for 

im for nothing and for pure love of 
their subject or of controversy. He was 
& generous encourager of new writers, but 
once a contributor had exhausted what he 
really had to say Orage was ruthless in 
entting him off. There was no verbiage in 
The New Age, but in its columns appeared

Ghe Royal Canal 


While watching a barge passin 
one of the locks on the Royal Canal the 
other day (writes a correspondent) it 
occurred to me that the lock-keepers must 
lead rather Lá posses existence on this 
almost negl waterway. It was never a 
very successful traffic route, and only a 
few carriers make use of it nowadays. 
About 1812 the gs. as. Royal Canal Com- 
pany became insolvent, and the control 
of the canal passed into the hands of the 
Director of Inland Navigation, Passen 
boats travelled to Mullingar at 35 miles 
oer hour, the fares in the first class cabin 

ing 8s. 4d., and in the second 4s. 10d. 
Servants in livery were not allowed, we 
are told, in the first class, and dogs were 
charged for as persons in the second. In 
1823 a passenger for Sligo could leave 
Dublin at 3 p.m. on Monday by a boat on 
the Royal Canal and reach Tenelie at 9 


a.m. on the following morning. The rest 
of the journey was accomplished by 
caravan, arriving at Sligo on Wednesday 


evening, and thé fare for the whole 
journey of 130 miles was 16s. 


A Costly Venture. 


It is of interest to note that the Royal 
Canal was towards the end of 
the eighteenth century on account of a 

uarrel among the directors of the Grand 

‘anal Company. Ireland seems to have 
suffered from canal fever in those days, 
and the Royal Canal is said to have cost 
the capitalist responsible for it £200,000 
as far as Kilcock. The aqueduct over the 
valley of the Rye Water alone cost 
£30,000, an item which would have been 
unnecessary except for the fact that the 
then Duke of Leinster expressed a wish 
that the waterway should pass close to 
Maynooth. The whole transaction proved 
far too expensive for the amount of traffic 
to be carried, and it soon became evident 
that the originators had not given sufficient 
consideration to the cost. Indeed, the 
history of the Royal Canal might serve as 
a warning to those who are ready to rush 
into ambitious undertakings without first 
making sure whether their schemes are 
likely to be self-supporting. 


An Inveterate Traveller 


One is not far wrong in applying the title 
** globe-trotter ” to Mrs. i? M. Semple, 
an Irishwoman, who made her home in 
Africa some years ago. After living on 
Pemba Island—the territory which supplies 
ninety per cent. of the world’s cloves—she 
also sampled life at Zanzibar. Then, just 
a short time before she returned to Ireland 
in July last, she established a headquarters 
in Uganda, to which she will return at the 
end of next summer. After a short time in 
Ireland, Mrs. Semple went to Germany, 
from whence she returned last i 
There ghe had the rare experience of 
sampling this year's Rhine and Palatinate 
wines ; Íor the wine festivities wereon. Át 
Bad-Durchheim she was privileged to enter 
the largest barrel in the world, and there 
she discovered that, this year's vintage is 
the best since those of 1921 and 1911. She 
was actually given the unfermented wine 
three days old straight from the wine- 
ress, and, of course, the barrel at Bad- 
rchheim is really a wooden room shaped 
like a wine cask. What seems to have 
impressed Mrs. Semple most on her 
German tour was the remarkable friend- 
~ displayed everywhere for the English. 
arly in the new year this inveterate 
traveller will set out for the States, and 
will round off an American tour with a 
trip to Bermuda, where she has a number 
of friends. She already has travelled 
through Denmark, Sweden, Poland, and 
Spain, while her African rience 
includes many a big game hunt. It was 
while living in Kenya that she went on 
safari after elephant with her husband. 
During a hunt in the Kedong Valley in 
1926 she brought down a record lion. 
Talking of life in Africa, Mrs. Semple 
found that Pemba and Zanzibar, with their 
old Arab houses brought up to date with 
modern electrical equipment and other 
amenities, offered more attraction than in 
Uganda. In the latter, where modern 
bungalows are being rapidly built, life is 
still primitive, and conditions parallel to 
what one might expect to find in a tem- 
porary camp are the rule.

POST-WAR LANDSCAPE 


In the firs} of his lectures Professor 
Toynbee devoted: himself to '' The Post-War 
Landscape.”” © He said that in that room 
were two sets of people, who saw the world 
with rather different eyes. Some, who were 
just growing up, only knew the world of 
to-day; others, who were already m up 
before the War broke out in 1 4, were 
conscious of the differences between the world 
of to-day and the world as it was when 
they first became aware of it. - Those with 
experience of the two worlds must have felt 
the contrast between them. For people of 
his. own in i that 
the break must seem still greater than it 
did to people of the same generation in 
England, Of all the countries deeply engaged 
in the War, England had, perhaps, come 
through with the ‘smallest breach of social 
continuity. They had not been invaded, they 
had no change of frontiers. or bag insti- 
tutions, they had not seen their currency 
depreciate to cero. 

He was not sure that that English 
immunity from u vals. would turn out, in 
the long run, to a benefit, but it was an 
important fact which did inevitably colour 
the Englishman's outlook. Here in Ireland, 
though divided from the Continent by two 
channels instead of one, they had been 
through something more like the Continental 
experience of the last twenty years. There 
had been a war in the country, both against 
a neighbouring nation and among them- 
selves; they had partition; they had set up 
a new national polity of their own in the 

reater part of their island; in fact, the Irish 
Free was manifestly what on the Con- 
tinent would be called a “ successor-State ”’ ; 
and in that sense, while in one way they 
were one degree more remote from Conti- 
nental affairs than people were in England, 
they were in another way more in the swim 
than the on people. Another thing 
which Ireland had in common with the 
countries of Central and Eastern Europe was 
their link with the New World, particularly 
with the United States, through their great 
eontinuity of emigrants, who had not lost 
their ties with their mother country. Like 
those Eastern and Central European countries, 
they in the Free State felt intensely the 
effects of the restriction upon immigration 
which had been imposed since the War in 
almost all the overseas countries. That was 
one of the most serious social changes since 
the War. and was one responsible for a great 
deal of the upheaval in those countries which 
saw the nineteenth century system of immi- 
gration.

pened to know something. If in that way 
they could identify some of the features of 
their own wor with certain familiar 
historical landmarks, then they might begin 
to know where they were, and to work out 
some plan of action. After that, they could 
concentrate on explaining other features 
which seemed to be wholly new un- 
familiar. 


TWO PRECEDENTS 


As a start, he took the post-war age, in 
which people were still living, and contrasted 
it with the age which followed the Napoleonic 
wars, and also that which followed the wars 
of Louis XIV.

was the fullest grown of these rising giant 
Powers on the fringe of their Western 


world, was already almost a match for the 
whole bundle of European States oa to- 
gether. When the other giants likewise 
grew up to their full stature the little 
countries of Europe would be dwarfed in- 
deed, 

As precedents, he pointed to the City 
States of the sixteenth century in Northern 
Italy, where the giants round the fringes 
were the rising monarchies of Transalpine 
and Transmaritime Europe. Or they could 
go back 2,200 years, instead of 400, and look 
at the Greek world, and they would see the 
little st. States at its heart—Athens, 
Sparta, opdlis—similarly surrounded 
by a ring new great Powers—Macedon, 
Syria, Egypt, Carthage, Rome. The penalty 
was that Greece became the battlefield of the 
aucient world, and Italy of the modern world. 
He was afraid that if they prevented war from 
breaking out in their world again, then, the 
next time more n ever, Europe would be 
the battlefield on which the United States 
of America and Japan and Russia would fight 
for the mastery of the world. The heart of 
the civilised world would then be devastated 
and the level of civilisation of the whole of 
a society—centre and fringes alike—would 
fall. 


The rising giants had drawn their strength 
from the very countries of Western Europe— 
Ireland, England, France, and the rest—which 
they were now threatening to destroy. And, 
if they looked at the next cha these 
Western European countries become 
impoverished, even spiritually, after they had 
been overwhelmed politically and economi- 
cally. Even to-day, he feared he saw signs 
of spiritual impoverishment, which reminded 
them of the state of ancient Greek society in 
its decline, such as the loss of the hold on 
their ancestra! religion; the occupation of the 
vacuum by various forms of idolatry—idoli 
tion of nations, of States, and races. 


DANGER OF NATIONALISM 
In bis belief the most immediately dangerous 


of all these current idolatries was nationalism. 
That was the real _ religion of the great 
majority of people in our world who had 
any kind of religion at all in their own age. 
Perhaps, you in Ireland, said Professor 
Toynbee, are greater sinners in this respect 
just now than we are in England. In Eng- 
nd we have had our idol set up in a fine 
temple of our own for so long that we have 
me more or less indifferent to the ritual ; 
while, for Irish nationalists who have had 
to build the temple of their nationalism with 
sword and trowel in hand—like Nehemial re- 
building Jerusalem — the ritual has all 
the attraction of something hardly and 
recently won. Perhaps, an Englishman 
may be allowed to say that Irish nationalism 
is Ireland’s misfortune, but England’s fault. 
As a contrast, he pointed to the policy 
of the Bolshevists, who had stifled the 
nationalism of the non-Russian peoples of 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, in 
order not to divert them from worshipping 
the rival idol of Communism. Perhaps, Com- 
munism might fill. the spiritual vacuum, but 
the ancient precedent showed that that 
process of spiritual offensive and counter- 
offensive took more centuries to work out 
than the contest between the modern West 
"é East, which had been going on up to 
ata. ! 
It was obvious that the world they were 
looking at was in a very delicate position, 
and that, therefore, all action in their time 
was unusually momentous for good or evil. 
He went on to refer to the driving power of 
democracy and industrialism, which were 
alike in putting a new and nnprecedented 
driving force, physical or psychological, into 
all their actions. That added enormously to 


the dangers of their road. 


We are, he concluded, on a road over which 
the traffic consists no longer of wheel- 
barrows and ox-carts, but of sports cars and 
motor lorries. Clearly, with traffic of that 
kind, if collisions still occurred, the conse- 
quences were much graver than they used 
to be, and that was what he meant when 
he said that they would have to pay a 
heavier penalty chan their ancestors had to 
pay for failmg to prevent a recurrence of 
war.

WELFARE WORK FOR 
DUBLIN MOTHERS 


« — . & —— 


Some light is thrown on a little-known side 
of the activities of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade in Dublin by a report which has just 
been issued. This deals with the welfare 
work of the organisation, and states that since 
the first diningroom for the supply of dinners 
to needy mothers was apne ie 1925, the 
demand upon them has grown to such an 
extent that now four diningrooms are in daily 
use in Dublin. 

A daily meal, with a special diet calculated 
to benefit maternity cases, is given to hundreds 
of mothers each year, and the operation of the 
scheme has been recognised by the Dublin 
Corporation as part of the city’s Child 
Welfare Scheme. During the past year the 
16: gee ym made a. grant.of £800 towards the 
work, and a total of 48,398 dinners was served. 
This year it is anticipated that the number 
of dinners will be til aáaáin, as as 
of issuing tram tickets to mothers who have 
to travel a distance to obtain the dinners is 
being operated. 

Last year the .total cost of the dinners was 
£1,149 ds. 4d., or 5.36d r dinner; and, 
after deducting the Corporation grant, the St, 
John Ambulance Brigade has still to find 
£350. Part of this is made up by contribu- 
tions from the Joint Committee of the Order 
of St. John and the British Red Cross Society, 
and from the flag day appeal of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade. A third source of income 
18 the annual sale for the welfare department, 
which this year takes place in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, on Saturday next. During the 
sale children’s Irish dancing competitions will 
be held.

of a parcel of oatmeal and cocoa, and = ae 
for one pint oí milk per day for two weeks, 
two complete sets of baby’s clothing, and new 
underclothes for mothers: Last year 447 cases 
of this nature were helped with maternity 
grants, and the cost per case was 14s.

MR, A. R. ORAGE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Readers of the obituary notice of the 
Jate Mr. «A. R. Orage, which you publish in 
to-day’s issue of your paper. may conclude 
that supporters of the Douglas Social Credit 
Proposals are Socialists, or even Fascists. 
This is not the case. 

As one who had the pleasure and honour 
of knowing A. R. Orage personally since 
1913, and as one of his readers ever since 
and during the critical year of 1918, when he 
so courageously admitted that the Guild 
Socialism he had been advocating till then 
was no solution of the economic problem, 
but that the epoch-making proposals of 
Major Douglas, then submitted to him, 
offered an ideal solution, I very mach doubt 
the assumption of the writer of the obituary 
notice which you quote, that A. R. Orage 
was a Socialist. 

Leaving aside the sweeping statement of 
the late Sir William Harcourt that '' we are 
all Socialists these days,” I think Socialism 
may be defined as communal ownership of 
the land and all means of production and, 
yudged by that definition, A. R. Orage was 
certainly not a Socialist. This can be easily 
deduced from the pages of “ The New Age” 
after 1919, when under Orage’s brilhant 
ejitorship, and more recently, from “ The 
New English Weekly,” which Orage founded 
two years ago on his return from America, 
in order to further the spreading of a know- 
ledge of the Douglas Social Credit Proposals. 

Meeting Orage, as I did, at frequent in- 
tervals during all these years and no later 
than a fortnight before his tragically sudden 
death, and as a constant reader of his 
brilliant writing, I wish to contradict the 
assumption that Orage was a Socialist. . 

As a brilliant advocate of the essential 
reforms of our nt financial system em- 
bodied in Major Douglas’s Proposals, Orage 
was fully aware that only thus could the 
rights of private ownership be safeguarded 
from the present increasing control of all 
property by banks and financiers, or from 
the desperate “‘remedy” for such control by 
the establishment of Socialism or Com- 
munism, with which this, and every other 
country is threatened, owing to the increas- 
ing failure of the present financial system to 
distribute the goods and services we can so 
easily produce. 

As Orage constantly advocated, the remedy 
lies in scientifically co-relating the amount of 
purchasing power in the handg of the people 
with the total prices of goods produced, or, 
in other words, making the financial system 
an accurate reflection of our wonderful pro- 
ductive system—but this is not Socialism.—

GREAT BRITAIN. 


The third reading of the Betting and 
Lotteries Bill was carried in the House of 
free 6b last night by 206 votes to 38.— 
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the width of the roadway, but by long 
gardens, giving an air of spaciousness to 
the scene. To-day nearly all the gardens 
have ‘Vanished, and in their place is an 
increasing multitude of shops, as varied as 
bacilli in size and shape. The result is 
that Rathmines road has been dwarfed in 
breadth, and so spoiled in appearance that 
no citizen of Dublin can point to it with 
pride. Yet it is only one of many fine 
streets which have been sacrificed to hap- 
hazard building. The same sort of de- 
struction is manifest in almost every 
quarter of the once stately City of Dublin. 
Ground space has ceased to be desirable in 
any eye but the builder's ; the broad roads, 
the green expanses in which Dublin has 
gloried for two centuries past are falling 
victim, one by one, to the highest bidder. 
It is bad enough that so many tall 
Georgian houses have sunk, through the 
process of years, into slums. That, how 
ever, is the natural fate of houses in a 
capital city which for more than a century 
ceased to be a capital: it is the fault of 
neglect and poverty, not of vandalism. No 
such excuse can be offered for the crimes 
against beauty and health which have been 
perpetrated in our own time as a result of 
remissness, cupidity, and lack of civic 
pride. 

“ Primitive lawlessness ' is the descrip- 
tion which the City Architect applied to 
the random development of a town in his 
speech before the Architectural Association 
of Ireland last night. Random develop 
ment, indeed, has not produeed invariably 
bad 1esults ; for some of the most beautiful 
towns on earth never knew the planner’s

blue-prints. The character of those towns, 
however, had been formed, and their “' lay- 
out ” was complete, before the industrial 
age dawned, and it has not contrived to 
spoil them. Dublin is half an old, and 
half anew, city. Her central arteries were 
constructed for a more leisurely day, but 
within the last century she has grown 
enormously, and the hasty hand of in- 
dustry and commerce has laid its full 
weight on her. ‘‘ Primitive lawlessness ”’ 
is no inapt term for her development, or 
lack of development, in the course of this 
century. The motor-car has created in- 
numerable problems, solved or postponed 
by the most shoddy and ramshackle means. 
Throngs of immigrants have given the 
cheap builder licence to do his worst. Yard 
by yard the city has pushed itself out into 
the country, destroying the countryside ; 
but the advance has involved no corre- 
Not 
only are more people living in the eentral 
districts of Dublin than ever lived there 
formerly, but the city’s houses of business 
and entertainment are crowded into the 
same small area, with the result that 
trafic and communications have become a 
major problem. A century ago Dublin 
was admirably suited to all the purposes 
of civilised life, but to-day her design is 


sponding retreat from the centre. 


no less unfit for the functions of a modern 
city than it is for the status of a nation’s 
capital. 

Some few years ago the Civics Institute 
of Ireland showed that Dublin contained 
the makings of a magnificent city, in which 
the best memorials of her past could be 
retained without harm to her new develop- 
ment. Would it not be helpful to re- 
publish the scheme which was framed at 
that time—not necessarily for submission 
under the new Town and Regional Planning 
Act, but as an indication to the authorities 
and people that a complete re-planning' is 
feasible? It is incorrect to suppose, as many 
people suppose, that town-planning deals 
with nothing but the appearance of a town. 
Actually, a carefully wrought scheme is, 
or ought to be, the basis on which is reared 
every item of a town’s amenities—not only 
its beauty, but its convenience for purposes 
of business, administration, residence and 
entertainment, its health services and its 
communications by road, rail and water. 
Unless the authorities show themselves 
curiously lacking in courage and vision, 
such a plan will be devised for Dublin 
within a short time, and it behoves the 
citizens to ensure that it will be bzought 
into operation with the least possible delay. 
The city’s future lies in the hands of this 
generation. It is ours to make or to mar. 
One thing is certain—that if the planning 
of Dublin and her neighbourhood is not 
undertaken very soon she will relapse 
much farther from her once lofty status, 
and the task of her re fashioning will 
become infinitely more difficult than it is 
at present. The Government is anxious to 
advertise ..)

Fuel Research 

Experiments with fuel are being carried 
out in several lands at the moment, and. 
for a variety of reasons. Coal is the chief 
subject of investigation; for it is being. 
realised that the byproducts of coal, which 
in the last century were thought to have 


, | but little value, have in reality a great 


ily | future if properly exploited. Industrial 
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mining industry. Oil has displaced raw 
coal for ever in certain places, and the 
mines are suffering severely as a result. 
Unless some means can be found to adapt 
their product to modern requirements, 
their future will be very gloomy. Sir 
Harry McGowan, the President of the 
Institute of Fuel, described on Monday 
the steps which have been taken to explore 
new uses in coal, and revealed that already 
some progress has been made in the use 
of powdered coal and extracted oil. He 
suggested that further experiments might 
be encouraged by the offer of prizes, and 
this idea might be considered in the Free 
State also, where the need for fuel research 
is evident. Here our mineral resources 
are so small (or so unsuspected) that we 
must develop them to the full if we wish 
them to be of any real use to us. ‘arf, 
which has been neglected for so long, is 
now beginning to be used extensively as 
a fuel, and we are glad to see that its 
further possibilities are being kept in 
mind. The Industrial Research Council 
of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce seems to have been conducting 
research into the question, and only a few 
days ago it was announced that experi 
ments are to begin on the extraction of a 
certain kind of wax used in industry. 
Perhaps, future years will show that turf 
is a considerable asset to us; in the mean. 
time we hope that the experiments will 
continue.

Cheap Elephants 


A report has come from the Adminis- 
tration of Assam which states that a good, 
serviceable elephant may be obtained in 
that region for the price of a horse. Assam 
elephants have taken advantage cf an 
earthquake, which has disorganised Nepal, 
to increase their numbers undisturbed by 
the attentions ef hunters,. and so fiery 
has been their zeal in this direction that 
soon it may be necessary to shoot them 
in order to protect the crops. It is 
difficult to visualise life impeded with 
elephants. Many people in this country 
are born with an instinct for the slaughter 
of flies, and seldom miss if provided with 
a suitable instrument; but it is to be 
feared that their methods would be in- 
adequate to deal with an elephant plague. 
There is so little one can do with a deter-

to do something will be imperative in 
the majority of cases, since the elephant 
tends to ignore the unwritten rules of 
combat, Our sympathies, therefore, must 
yo out to Assam, bat, while syinpathising, 
we must not remain insensitive to the 
advantages of having economically-priced 
elephants to hand. If one could accustom 
oneself to the taste of elephant (and the 
vyster’s triumph over its unprepossessing 
exterior, surely, sets a precedent) it

Naval Conversations

Conversatio..s are likely to be prolonged 
well -ato the new year, since many of the 
questions put and the answers received are 
both indefinite and indecisive. The 
British Government has invited Japan to 
state her minimum defence requirements

The great thing in the modern nation, if 
it was to be democratic, was to train its 
citizens in the idea of co-operation. The 
prosperity and happiness of the citizen de- 
pended on that of his neighbour. 


FAIR TO ALL 


Fianna Fail, said Mr. de Valera, had 
not swerved to the right or to the left, and 
if the people would not support the Govern- 
ment the sooner they said so the better. 
He would resist as far as he could any 
proposition there or elsewhere which would 
mean they would act unfairly or vindic- 
tively towards any member of the com- 
munity.

JAPAN MAY REJECT 


PROPOSALS

The week’s silence in the Naval Talks, 
following on Great Britain's compromise 
suggestions to Japan last Wednesday, is 
expected to be broken to-day or Thursday, 
states Reuter. 

Japan, who has been considering the sug- 
géstions, will end the week's lull by giving 
her reply at a British-Japanese delegation 
meeting, probably on Thursday. 

The Japanese delegation and their 
Government have gone through several 
phases of reaction over the British sugges- 
tions. The British recommendations to 
give Japan equality in principle was first 
seen in Japanese circles in London :: an 
affirmation of the Japanese demands. 

But the suggestions, on closer analysis, 
were considered to .all short of the 
Japanese proposals, and it was expected 
that. Japan would rejec' them. This move 
was subsequently reconsidereu, and it is 
now understood that Japa: will reply 
with counter cuestions. 

Two ‘views. are being expressed in 
Japanese circles as to the way Japan will 
reply to tle British suggestions. 

Ir. Matsudaira, it is understood, has 
indicated that no reply will be made at 
all until full instructions are received 
from Tokyo. These instructions have not 
yet arrived. 

Admiral Yamamoto, who came te Lon- 
don armed with special powers for the 
naval talks, has declared that it is within 
his province to answer the questions put to 
the Japanese delegation by the British last 
Wednesday without waiting to hear from 
Tokvo. 

He intimates that .i no reply is received

Canon John Winthrop Crozier, M.A., of 
St. Ann’s, Dublin, has been appointed 
Archdeacon of Dublin, in place of the 
Venerable Harvey Stewart, whose resigna- 
tion of that office took effect early this 
month. 

Canon Crozier is a graduate of Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he took his Bachelor 
of Arts Degree in 1902. A year later he 
obtained the Divinity Testimonium, and 
was ordained Deacon for the Diocese of 
Down, Connor and Dromore by his father, 
the Archbishop of Armagh. He took his 
Master of Arts Degree in 1906, and was 
curate of Banbridge, County Down, from 
1905 to 1905, of Naas and Killashee. 
County Kildare, from 1905 to 1907, and 
of St. Ann’s, Dawson street, Dublin, 
from 1907 to 1911. From 1911 to 1921 
he acted as Rector of Celbridge, and was 
Domestic Chaplain to his father, the 
Archbishop of Armagh, from 1913 to 1920. 
At the outbreak of the Great War Canon 
Crozier became a temporary chaplain to 
the Forces, and was mentioned in 
despatches for gallant and distinguished 
service in the field. In 1921 he was ap- 
pointed Vicar of St. Ann’s, and in 1 
was appointed a Canon of Christ Church 
Cathedral by the Archbishop of Dublin. 

In his early days Canon el layed 
with distinction in T.C.D. first hockey 
eleven, and represented the Province of 
Ulster for two years in the interprovin- 
cials.

Thick fog deseended on many parts of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland yester-. 
day, causing loss of life, dislocating road 
traffic, delaying train services, and holding 
up shipping.

In some districts, including Glasgow and 
the West of Scotland and bais it 
was the second successive day of fog.

THREE PERSONS KILLED 


While they were unloading horses 
entered for Derby races two London North- 
Eastern Railway guards, named Goodwin 
and Clark, both of Colwick, Nottingham, 
were killed by a train at Breadsall, near 
Derby.

The French party truce continues, re- 
marks The Times editorially. M. Flandin, 
the new Prime Minister, has read his 
declaration of policy to the Chamber, 
which has given his Government a vote of 
confidence á an enormous majority. The 
Socialist-Radicals, comforted by the 
knowledge that M. Doumergue's scheme 
of constitutional reform had been shelved, 
perhaps finally, gave him their votes, and 
all the more readily since M. Flandin is 
obviously determined to restrict his 
political programme to legislation which 
the majority of the parties in the present 
Chamber are likely to fae a and to 
make economic recovery the principal 
plank in his platform. 

In placing economics in the forefront of 
his programme he agrees with his Radical 
allies, who have insisted throughout the 
crisis that economic questions and foreign 
affairs needed more attention than the 
reform of the State. Both realise that 
the economic condition of France is far 
from satisfactory, The sitnation in nearly 
all tha grea‘ industries—in coal-mining. 
textiles, agriculture, and metallurgy—is 
rowing worse, foreign markets are shrink- 
ing, and the demand in the home market 
is decreasing with the decrease of pur- 
chasing power. 

M. Flandin, like most Frenchmen, is 
opposed to any devaluation of the franc, 
and hopes to return by careful steps from 
the present régime of constraint to a more 
liberal policy. The change, he admits. 
cannot 
disaster ; but he believes that the gradual 
removal of artificial burdens from in 
dustry and the revival of free competition 
will in time facilitate trade, diminish 
unemployment and, above all, reduce the 
high rate of interest, which is a source of 
widespread discontent. Measures to arrive 
at these happy results are foreshadowed, 
and the Government will intensify negotia- 
tions with foreign countries for the 
stabilisation of currencies and for the 
removal of trade barricrs. It is a 
courageous policy, which fits in well with 
the general revulsion of feeling against 
State interference ; but no one can foresee 
how far it will avail to reduce unemploy- 
ment and the high cost of living.

OUT-OF-DATE SLOGANS 


The Assembly will be marked by two 
features+the return of the Congress 
Party and the development of a new 
technique by the new Assembly as the 
usual party slogans have become out of 
date. 

Elections to the Assembly have always 
been fonght on individual tickets, except 
when the Swaraj Party put up its candi- 
dates in 1923 and 1926. In the present 
election Congress alone has an all-Indian 
platform, and is running party candidates 
in the majority of constituencies. 

The Moslem Conference, the Justice 
Party of Madras, and the Nationalist 
Party of Pundit Malaviya, - -ve entered 
the contest with candidates here and there, 
but none has as many as twelve candi- 
dates. Congress, therefore, has the only 
party organisation in real sense. 

The balance of power will lie entirely 
with the Centre, and it appears almost 
certain that Mr. Jinnah, the Moslem 
leader, will play a very important part in 
determining the fate of every vote that is 
submitted to the House. He will he 
appealed to constantly for support by the 
Government and by Congress.

Mr. William Perry, member of the New 
Zealand Legislative Council, said that the 
crowhing meanness was the payment of 
imperial pensions in Australasian currency, 
the British Government ‘“‘bagging’’ the 
difference. 

The presentation of the flags of Rhodesia 
and Malaya from the London Cenotaph 
by Field-Marsha! Lord Milne. officiating 
as Grand President of the League for 
Lord Jellicoe; and the presentation of the 
Australian, New Zealand and Malayan 
banners by Captain Sir lan Fraser, on 
behalf of the British Legion, marked the 
closing session of the Congress. 

In a farewell address to the Congress 
Lord Milne said he would have the greatest 
pleasure in telling Lord Jellicoe that it 
had been one of the most satisfactory ever 
held.

‘A Rat Week is held in Great Britain in 
November: every year. This month has been 
chosen because it is in the late autumn that 
rats come from the fields and begin to invade 
the premises of man. Hence, an_ effective 
campaign of extermination during November 
is most likely to prevent material loss during 
the remainder of the winter. 

The rat is probably the most expensive of 
all man’s foes, atid it is estimated that in 
England and Wales alone rats cause damage 
to the extent of between £20,000,000 and 
£40,000,000 per annum—which works cut at 
between?10s. and £1 per head of population 

r annum. The remedy can be effective only 
if it is backed by a concerted national effort. 

Rats are the natural carriers of certain 
diseases—notably plague and trichinosis. Both 
diseases are now uncommon, but it is im- 
portant to realise that plague would spread 
rapidly. if sufficient infected rats gained 
entrance’ at the ports. For this reason, 
stringent measures are taken to prevent rats 
leaving ships. which are in dock, and various 

nee are employed to destroy them in the 

olds. 

It is emphasised that rats are very prolific 
breeders, and a single pair of rats r.ey give 
tise to 800 descendants in the course of a 
year. Thus, it is not to be expected that 
these pests will be completely eiarminated, 
but every individual in the community can 
help to reduce their number. It is pointed 
out that the Rats and Mice (Destruction) Act, 
1919, puts the onus of destruction upon the 
oceupiers of premises; failure to comply with 
the law renders the occupier liable to a fine of 
£5. Hence, avoid the fine and help »the 
nation by making your premises not only 
rat-free, but also rat-proof.
